The  Spy  Hill  Conservatories  is 
named  from  the  hill  of  that  name 
where  the  business  was  first  locat¬ 
ed. 

Spy  Hill  is  the  historical  name 
of  a  Hill,  located  on  a  bend  in  the 
Hudson  River,  at  the  foot  of  Mt. 
Beacon  where  the  early  settlers 
used  to  go  to  look  or  spy  (as  they 
called  it)  for  enemy  boats.  Spy 
up  the  river,  spy  down  the  river, 
from  this  hill,  hence  the  name, 
“Spy  Hill.” 

Then  if  necessary  they  would 
light  the  Beacon  fires  on  Mt.  Bea¬ 
con  to  signal  to  the  troops  for 
help.  North  Beacon  or  South  Bea¬ 
con  each  had  a  meaning  and  they 
must  walk  up,  no  incline  to  pull 
them  up  in  seven  minutes,  as  we 
have  now. 

At  the  foot  of  this  hill  (Spy 
Hill)  Dr.  John  Young  erected  the 
first  small  greenhouse  and  that 
March  came  the  great  blizzard  of 


1888  and  froze  everything  and  he 
had  to  begin  all  over  again. 

Then  after  a  while  more  green¬ 
houses  were  built  then  a  store  was 
added,  the  glass-houses  were  sold 
but  the  store  increased  in  size  and 
ability  to  please  customers,  and 
now  a  fine  store  with  seeds,  flowers, 
plants,  and  everything  that  goes  to 
make  a  Flower  Store  attractive  is 
here. 

The  flowers  by  especial  arrange¬ 
ment  with  the  grower  (the  party 
who  bought  our  Green-house)  we 
have  fresh  flowers  every  morning, 
brought  to  our  store  direct  from  the 
Green-houses,  and  our  long  stand¬ 
ing  in  business,  has  given  us  a 
knowledge  of  just  where  to  buy 
any  flowers  we  want.
